A commercial traveller -who visited Wex- 
ford-Jast-week tells me that. he was sur- 
prised to see a very large steamer in the 
harbour’ discharging a big cargo of timber, 
which had Come all the way from Windau, 
a port In the Baltic province of Lettland 
or Latvia. The master of the vessel, a 
German, gave him some very interesting 
facts about Latvia, which is one of the 
small nations formed as a result of the 
Great War.

THE PEDESTRIAN’S RIGHTS. 

©O THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Sir Thomas Myles’s letter deserves 
the attention not only of the motorist and 
pedestrian, but also of our municipal autho- 
rities. As a motorist of considerable experi- 
ence, and likewise a victim, as a pedestrian, 
of careless driving, I feel that the injuries 
quoted are not inevitable, and are not the 
necessary prices of progress. Some time ago 
a mobile police force was put in being, on 
motor cycles, to detect instances of improper 
and careless driving, but I fail to see any 
trace of their activities. From what I see 
when driving through the city very little 
care is exercised in narrow and busy streets 
by motorists, and there are certain parts that 
invite disaster. These parts should be noted 
and patrolled for negligence on either side, 
and fines should be inflicted sufficiently 
severe to make culprits think. 

I fear that the motorist is rendered careless 
by his knowledge that he has his insurance 
to fall back on in case of accident. I give as 
my reason the fact that the motorist who 
knocked me down in a quiet avenue, and 
rendered me unconscious, had me carried into 
a neighbouring house and stood on the foot- 
path seeking for witnesses to place before his 
Insurance company. He left me to be carried 
off to hospital by the ambulance. I hope 
that the very able way in which this matter 
has been stated by Sir Thomas will be pro- 
ductive of much good.—Yours, ete.,

It was just 
as incumbent on a pedestrian to make sure 
that he could cross without causing accidents 
as it was fot a motorist to see that he did 
run anyone down.’ There, I submit, 
speaks common-sense. “The Press report on 
this case noted that, of 339 people killed in 
accidents in London streets in three months, 
155 were careless pedestrians. 

Dublin pedestrians have perforce had to 
learn that they can board or leave a tram 
only at certain fixed points. London pedes- 
trians, who regard their safetv, must cross 
the streets at certain fixed points. ‘here 41s 
a spirit of waywardness in our people that 
abhors such restrictions; but they will learn 
in time, though much harm may be done 
meanwhile. There was more reckless driving 
in Dublin forty years ago than there is now, 
though there is, of course, the difference that

-Your correspondent, ‘‘ Twelve Bore,’’ 
letter appeared in your issue of Satur 
day, to the pugnacity of the cock 
partridge as a sufficient reason why the 
Minister should not protect these birds for a 
May I point out that by far the 
greatest enemy which partridges have is not 
cock birds, but the gun? If it were not so, 
we should still see them in the numbers 
which we remember in our childhood; for 
pugnacious cocks existed then, but guns did 
not, as they do now. Partridges are the 
most unprotected of all game birds. Unlike 
grouse, far away from htman habitation, and 
unlike pheasants, which wander a great deal 
(and can so easily be reared), the little brown 
bird is localised on the farm where the covey 
has been brought out. He can be seen daily 

Í desired—-by the occupant of the land, and 
that he has been not only seen, but also shot, 
accounts in the greatest measure for the dis- 
appearance of the species in so many parts of 
the e untry. | am quite sure that the vast 
majority of Irishmen who desire to see this 
game bird saved from extinction will welcome 
the decision of the Minister to prohibit its 
being shot during the coming season. 

Undoubtedly, vermin takes next place after 
the gun as an enemy of these birds, as well as 
to the raising of game of all sorts, and until 
wners of shootings and occupiers of land 
that it is not only for. the good of 
the country, but that keeping down vermin 
me; money in their own pockets, this 
trouble will not be effectively dealt with. 
Let us hope that the different local associa- 
tions now being formed will, in conjunction 
with the Irish Game Protection Association. 
bring about more concerted action. It is not 
easy see how killing of vermin could be 
made compulsory, as your correspondent sug- 
if made compulsory, how compul.

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EFERENCE was made recently in 
this column to the opposition offered 
by the Ulster Fruit Growers’ Defence 
Association to proposed legislation having 
for its object the raising of the standard 
of fruit intended for export. It is con- 
tended by the Association that trade is 
being hampered and the industry 
virtually ruined by irksome restrictions 
and officialdom generally. In these 
circumstances it is of interest to notice 
that the Ministry of Agriculture has been 
doing work which, instead of being 
injurious to business, has been of the 
greatest value to the growers of fruit. 

A few years ago the production of clean, 
marketable fruit in the orchards of 
County Antrim presented a serious 
problem in consequence of the prevalence 
of apple scab fungus. The research 
branch of the Ministry. of Agriculture 
carried out a number of investigations. 
and ultimately a remedy was found and 
applied, with the happy result that 
orchards which six years ago were almost 
worthless have now been restored to per- 
fect health. Crops of the choicest quality 
are now being gathered at remunerative 
prices, and the Ministry, in order to drive 
home the lesson, is at present giving 
demonstrations of the new and successful 
methods of fruit culture in various 
orchards throughout the district. 


THE MORALS OF THE FILMS. 


Since the advent of the ‘‘ talkies ”’ 


jexactitade Ry Messrs. 


these pictures have been subjected to a 
good deal of criticism, the contention 
being that many of them ate harmful to 
the best interests of young people. A 
film committee, stated to be representa- 
tive of all the Churches in Belfast. has 
been set up. and this body, in a letter 
sent to exhibitors of films in the North, 
savs that it views with concern some of 
the films, both sileng and sound, which 
have recently been screened. It is also 
suggested that some drastic change should 
be made in the present method of film 
censorship in Northern Ireland, the 
British censorship not being considered 
sufficient. The idea is that a local com 
mittee should be appointed, or “a strict 
censorship set up similar to that in force 
in the Free State.”’ 

On the other hand the film trade 
declares that there is not the slightest 
ground for complaint, and that there is 
no need for a “ Watch Committee “ of 
any sort. Some time ago the Minister of 
Home Affairs was invested with special 
powers to seize any film or gramaphone 
record which he might consider offensive. 
and the subject has also been discussed 
in Parliament, but it was thought by 
those in authority that the good sense and 
tuste of the people who patronise picture 
houses would be a deterrent, if such were 
needed, to the display of questionable 
films. While purists in such things 
agitate for a censorship of the Free State 
attern, others say that the southern 
method is merely a “ butchery.’’ 


THE IMPERMANENT WAY. 


The development of road traffic at the 
expense of the railways is indicated in a 
decision just made by the Northern 
Counties Committee of the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway Company io 
close certain stations over its system in 
Northern Ireland. In future these dis- 
tricts will be served by the fleet of motor 
‘buses owned by the company, many of 
which were recently taken over from 
private concerns. From the 1st October 
various stations on the central line from 
Magherafelt to Draperstown, as well as 
on the Ballymena-Larne branch, and be- 
tween Ballymena and Parkmore, will be 


| 
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closed for: passenger traffic, which, ag 
stated, will be diverted to the ‘buses. 

Under the new regulations for road 
transport competition by privately-owned 
vehicles is prohibited, and fares are fixed 
by a tribunal, which sits when necessary 
to consider applications for a revision of 
charges or to hear complaints. This 
tribunal enjoys the confidenge of tha 
public, and it is noteworthy that it has 
already refused an application from tha 
Belfast Corporation to increase the faye. 
on its ‘bus service, an attempt which 
strongly opposed by the ratepayers 

The Great Northern Railway Compa), 
and the Belfast and County Down Ra)! 
way are also developing their road «er. 
vices, both for short and long journeys. 
and, in this way, capturing a great doz! 
of the traffic which was lost to the raj.

A HOUSING PARADOX. 
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Although in some of its most impor 
aspects the housing problem of Belfas: 
still as acute as ever, the number of en 
buildings seems to be increasing. In « 
measure this is, no doubt, due to th: 
control of dwellings of from £26 t 
valuation, in which the Northern Gov: 
ment got ‘‘ out-of-step’’ with Gre 
Britain (where such houses are still 
trolled), as the rents were immediat 
raised, in many cases as much as fift: 

a hundred per cent., or even more. In 
case, whatever the reason may be, th; 
they are, and there does not seem t 
much hope of these houses being fil 
with contented tenants 

At the meeting of the Belfast Wa: 
Commissioners this week the report of 
Finance Committee showed that during : 
month of August the Board’s off: 
inspected 2,557 streets in the city, » 
the result that 1,131 domestic ratings and 
1,178 public ratings were found to 
vucant. This does not indicate that ther 
is any housing shortage, and the emp’ 
public ratings reveal a dismal state 
affairs in the business life of the city 
the domestic side it 1s known that, 
so many dwellings of the better trpe a 
vacant, there is overcrowding in the very 
poorest homes.

An official communiqué was published 
here to-day about the activities which have 
been disclosed by the State Political De- 
partment of a '“' counter-reyolutionary, 
mischievous spying -organisation,’’ in con- 
nection with the supply to the population 
of meat, fish, tinned goods and vegetables. 

According to the published statements 
of seventeen members of this organisation, 
it aimed at bringing the country to famine, 
so as to cause discontent amongst the 
masses of the workers and thus achieve the 
overthrow of the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat. ‘* Its harmful activities,” states 
the communiqué, “ embraced the Central 
Trusts dealing with meat. fish, tinned 
goods and vegetables, and the correspond- 
ing sections of the Department of the Com- 
missariat for Trade.’’ 

This counter-revolutionary, mischievous 
organisation, the commuiqué says, was 
headed by Professor Riazantscf,-a former 
land-owner and Major-General, and 
Karatyguin, who before the revolution was 
the chief editor of the Trade and 
Industrial Gazette, the leading organ cf 
the Russian bourgeoise, and of the 
Financial Messenger, the organ of 
Ministry of Finance.

SANTIAGO DE CHILE, Monday. 

An attempt to start yet another South 
American revolution vesterday has 
apparently been nipped in the bud.

Fiscal problems loomed large in the 
discussion at the Second Committee on 
Economic Matters at the League to-day, 
which'seemed at some periods to resemble 
the fiscal debates in the House of 
Commons. 

In the course of the debate the Swedish’ 
delegate, speaking on the “ most favoured 
nation ’’ clause, submitted a resolution 
proposing that the League should cenduct 
an inquiry into ‘‘dumping’”’ and the 
system of export bounties, with a view to 
determining the feasibility of interna. 
tional action to obyiate the serious 
economic efforts resulting from the 
practice. 

The Rumanian and Finnish delegates 
both complained of the “ dumping “ of 
Russian timber and agricultural produce, 
and the former declared that, if the policy 
of “dumping” were to be continued, 
South-Eastern Europe would have to 
revise its economic policy in the direction 
of more stringent restrictions. 


THE DUTCH VIEW. 

The Netherlands delegate pleaded that 
the interpretation of the clause should be 
liberal and as unconditional as possible. 
avoiding discriminations, so as not to 
create difficulties for tree trade countries 
in maintaining their policy. He pointed 
out that there was already a ‘strong feel- 
ing in free trade countries in favour of a 
change of policy, and that pressure in 
this direction grew proportionately with 
the difficultics which the export trade 
suffered owing to measures adopted by 
other countries. 

Holland, he said, desired to do her 
utmost to limit or prevent economic war- 
fare. The best way to achieve this object 
would be for protected countries to reduce 
their tariffs <> a reasonable level, but if. 
as was feared in the present circum- 
stances, this were impossible, Holland 
would be willing to collaborate under a 
scheme whereby countries with low tariffs 
should undertake to maintain them at 
that level for a fixed pertod in return for 
a reduction of tariffs by high tariff 
countries.

ELOOUENT SPEECH 

M. BRIAND. 

REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Aonday. 

The discussion by the Sixth Committee 
this morning of the minorities problem, 
which has attracted much attention, again 
revealed a nervous attitude in the repre- 
sentatives of those countries having 
minorities, particularly Greece, Yugo- 
slavia and VPoland. Their emphatic 
opposition to any extension of the exist- 
League method of dealing with 
minority petitions was certainly very 
striking. Nevertheless, it is generally felt 
that some good will result from the three 
days’ debate by showing minority popula- 
tions that their interests are being safe- 
guarded by the League of Nations. 

The important speeches this morning 
were those of Dr. Curtius, the German 
Foreign Minister, and M. Briand. Dr. 
Curtius declared most emphatically that 
Germany did not want to use the question 
of the protection of minorities to further 
ulterior motives, and added that he 
winted to create among minorities the 
scntiment that the League was attending 
to their interests. For that reason, he 
said. the Secretary-General should give as 
much information as possible in the 
ar.nual reports to the Assembly. 


SUGGESTION TO GERMANY. 

M. Zaleski, of Poland, suggested the con- 
clusion of a minority treaty with Germany, 
to which Dr. Curtius made no objection. 

Mr. ©. R. Buxton moved that the dis- 
cussion be closed and the matter. left in 
the hands of the Rapporteur, M. Motta. 

M. Briand, in one of the finest speeches 
he has made at the Leagne meetings. con- 
cluded the debate. His eloquent speech was 
intended not only for minorfties; but made 
a wide-appeal. ‘‘ Treaties,’’ he said, “ must 
be eespected. Peace is our chief duty. The 
minority question is a very grave one, 
‘hough the sentiments expressed during the 
debate were perfectly justifiable.’ 

He warned his hearers of associations, 
which, he said, were using the minorities 
for the purpose of undermining _ treaties.

CONFERENCE OPENED BY 
MR. THOMAS.

Mr. J. H. Thomas, as Chairman of the 
Empire Marketing Board, yesterday 
opened, at the Imperial Institute, London, 
the Wool Research Conference, organised 
by the Wool Industries Research Associa- 
tion, under the auspicse of the Board. 

In addition to representatives of Govern- 
ment departments and research organisa- 
tions in Great Britain, there were 
delegates from the Irish Free State, 
Australia. New Zealand, South Africa, 
Canada, the Falkland Islands, Palestine 
and Kenya. | 

Sir Robert Greig, of the Department of 
Agriculture for Scotland, was appointed 
chairman of the Conference. 


THE FIRST CONFERENCE 


Mr. Thomas described the gathering as 
“Ca miniature Imperial Conference ’’—the 
first Imperial Conference ever held where 
delegates from all the Dominions had met 
to discuss a single raw material from its 
scientific aspect in all its stages from the 
farm to the factory. The delegates repre- 
sented the sheep population of the Empire, 
which numbered well over 170,000,000. 

“ Wool,’’ said Mr. Thomas, '“ accounts 
for practically one-fifth of the United 
Kingdom's annual imports of raw material. 
Over half of South Africa s total exports 
(excluding gold and precious stones), just 
under half of Australia’s, and nearly one- 
third of New Zealand’s exports, consist of 
wool. The Empire as a whole exports in 
round figures 1,400,000,000lb. of the total 


quantity of wool .entering world trade. 
GROWTH OF WOOL TRADE. 


‘The rapid growth of this trade is 
shown by the fact that the first sheep to 
reach Australia—a flock of twenty-nine 
animals, picked up at the Cape of Good 
Hope by the first English fleet to sail for 
New South Wales—did not arrive until 
1738. Now there are about one hundred 
million sheep—more than ten times as many 
as human inhabitants—in Australia, and 
the Commonwealth exports about 
750,000 ,000ib. of wool a year, more than 
one-third of the total quantity of the raw 
material entering world trade. 

‘“ Great Britain has been exporting wool 
for at least 1,700 years. In the third 
century a bishop of Alexandria wrote that 
British wool was well known in Rome, 
being so fine as to be comparable with a 
spider's web. 


CORNER-STONE OF TRADE. 


‘Wool has always been one of the 

corner-stones of our trade It has been 
protected by parliamentary statutes. On 
one occasion a law was passed decreeing 
that all women should wear flannel next 
to the skin. The Woolsack was intended 
as a constant reminder to the Lord 
Chancellor of the need of preserving and 
advancing the trade and manufacture of 
wool. 
_ ** To-day nearly half of our total produc- 
tion of wool, amounting to about one 
hundred million pounds, is exported. 
Although wool is one of the Empire’s oldest 
and biggest industries, the study of wool 
itself is one of the youngest sciences. The 
I’mpire Marketing Board has made several 
grants to stimulace research; one of these 
was to the Wool Industries Research 
Association, which is supported by the 
home Government and by the manufac- 
turing side of the industry in this country. 
Overseas contributions have also been 
made towards research carried out in Eng- 
land by the Association, and it is hoped 
that this very valuable co-operation will 
be maintained and extended in future. 


OBJECT OF THE WORK. 


“ The object of this work is to evolve 
standards of wool quality which will 
enable the manufacturer to expalin to the 
farmer what types of wool he wants, and 
will enable the farmer to know what to 
aim at in production. It is essential to 
think of wool production as one composite

““ Another grant to the animal breeding 
department of the University of Edin- 
burgh is providing for a study of the 
biology of the fleece and genetical 
problems.

The last few days have been marked by a 
slight, but perceptible, improvement in the 
political situation in Spain, remarks 7'he 
Times to-day editorially. A month ago 
the ‘‘neutral’’ Government of ‘eneral 
Berenguer was faced by so many difficulties 
that it seemed doubtful whether it wwuld 
survive long enough to carry out the elec- 
tions to the new Cortes, which ts to restore 
parliamentary institutions this winter, Until 
recently the new Government had been 1e- 
turning so slowly towards the constitutional 
“ normality ” which it had proclaimed as its 
goal that a large section of the public accused 
it of merely prolonging in an attenuated 
form, the Dictatorship, which it professed to 
have superseded. The Republican “ in- 
tellectuals’’ have been its noisiest critics, but 
their attacks have been less important for 
their substance than for their effect upon the 
nerves of the trading and investing lasses. 

It would be as absurd to ascribe the recent 
fall ot the peseta solely to the orations ot 
this or that opponent of the Monarchy, as At 
would be to lay the entire responsibility for 
it upon the admitted financial errors of the 
last Administration. But it is clear that a 
currency lacking a gold basis 1s more lable 
than to fiuctuations in times 0: 
political uncertainty. Happily for. the 
(Government, the decline in the value of the 
peseta has been arrested as much, no doubt, 
vv a revival of confidence as by the regula- 
tions issued by Senoe Wais, the new Minister 
of Finance.

LOCAL SCHEME TO 
RAISE MONEY, 


DISCUSSION IN 
WATERFORD. 


From OUR SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
CORK, Monday. 


Cork proposes to have a hospitals’ sweep- 
stakes scheme of its own, independent of 
any that is being run in aid of the Dublin 
hospitals. It has been decided that in the 
first sweepstake four Cork hospitals shall 
take part. They are the Cork Fever 
Hospital, the North and South Cork In- 
firmaries, and the Erinville Lying-in 
Home. 

The organising and controlling of the 
Southern sweepstake will be in the charge 
of Mr. Maguire, a Dublin barrister, who, 
along with a few other Dublin men, 
recently formed what is known as the 
Charities Guild. which is legal under the 
Sweepstakes Act. Mr. Maguire visited 
Cork this week, and laid the plans that he 
has prepared before the members of the 
Boards of the hospitals and institutions 
which will take part, and it is understood 
that his aims have met with approval. 


THE MINISTER’S AUTHORITY. 

He has returned to Dublin, but before 
he can proceed with the proposal to estab- 
lish a sweepstake for Cork he must secure 
the sanction of the Minister for Justice, in 
whom lies the powcr to grant or withhold 
a licence for such projects 

This power is contained in one of the 
clauses of the Hospital Sweepstakes Act, 
and if the approval of the Minister 1s 
forthcoming, Mr. Maguire will return to 
Cork. where further details, such as the 
amount of the prize money and the plan of 
campaign generally, will be discussed 
understand that it has not yet been 
decided definitely on what sporting event 
the sweepstake will be run, but it is hinted 
that it may be the Grand National or the 
Cesarewitch. It may be, also, that the 
office will be located in Cork, thus giving 
local employment, but these matters must 
await further discussion. | 

HOSPITALS’ SLENDER MEANS. 


There is no doubt that the Cork 
hospitals are in need of money. All of

The Matron of the Cork Fever Hospital 
told me to-day that the hospital depended 
on grants from the Cork Corporation and 
the Cork County Council, but those grants 
were altogether too small to maintain the 
institution properly, or in the way that 
was desired. A large percentage of the 
poor of Cork were treated in the Fever 
Hospital, and thus it was all spending 

any return, for they could not 
the very poor to contribute ans 
thing to their upkeep and treatment while 
in hospital.

SYDNEY, Monday. 

A slashing attack on Sir Otto Niemeyer 
and his now famous Fé on the cause 
and cure of Australia’s financial positien 
was made to-day by Mr. Lang, former 
lremier of New, South Wales and leader 
cf the Labour Party in the State, 

Mr. Lang said that Sir Otto had treated 
the statesmen like so manv . schoolboys, 
and had told them that, unless Australia 
roduced her tariffs and lowered her 
stendard of living, London financial 
interests would take advantage of her 
temporary embarrassment to ‘‘ squeeze 
her ’’ on the don money markets. 

Mr. Lang pointed out that Australia’s 
girinaries were bulging with unsold wheat, 
at4l her store-houses crammed with unsold 
wool, while there was a prospect of a 
record harvest for all primary products. 


TWO MAIN FACTORS. 

The two outstanding factors governing 
the position were the floating debt in 
Icndon and the adverse trade balance. 
These were not new; for both had beep 
operating for a decade. New features in 
the situation were, firstly, the high tariff 
imposed recently by the Scullin Govern- 
ment, which must result in a diminution 


ot Australia’s imports and a restoration 


ot her credit in London within eighteen 
ronths; and, secondly, the action of the 
Loan Council, which, by forcing the pro- 
vincial Governments into one pool for 
bernowing purposes, had given the financial 
interests in London as great control over 
Australian finances as before. In short, 
the Loan Council had given Sir Otto 
Niemeyer and his colleagues the oppor- 
tunity they had long sought. 


A WHEAT GUARANTEE. 

Mr. Lang concluded his speech by 
promising that the Labecur Government 
would promote closer settlement by break- 
ing up. large estates. In addition, they 
would guarantee to the wheat farmers a 
stabl, market for a number of vears, would 
g:ve more generous treatment to soldier 
scitiers, would secure better conditions for 
coi miners, would resort to the 44-hour 
wech, would restore widows’ pensions and 
establish family endowment, would intro- 
duce regulations governing mortgage and 
ir.terest charges, and would co-operate with 
cther States for the abolition of State 
Governors. In short, they would aim at 
maintaining the standard of living, re- 
ducing unemployment, and developing the 
vesources of New South Wales.

MINISTER'S STATEMENT ON 


TRADE. 
REUTER'’S CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS. Monday. 

Although Myr. Scullin stood the voyage 
from Australia very well, he is still far 
and after a drive round Paris 
this morning to see the city was obliged 
to rest this afterncon. 

The visit of the Prime Minister and of 
Mr. Parker Moloney, the Minister of 
Markets and Transport, to Paris is purely 
private, its object being mainly to enable 
Mr. Seullin to accemplish his journey 
without unnecessary fat) cue. 

Mr. Parker Moloney, in an interview on 
his arrival in Paris, seized the opportunity 
of assuring the French people that, if 
Australia had been obliged to restrict her 
imports, such action was taken for the sole 
purpose of rectifying Australia’s overseas 
exchange position, and it was hoped that 
as soon as the situation had improved such 
restrictions might be modified. 

Mr. Parker Moloney made it very clear 
that no discrimination whatever against 
any country was intended. So far as 
France was concerned, he said the trade 
balance was distinctly in favour of 
Australia. 

While expressing satisfaction at the 
prosperous trade which Australia had 
already built up with France, he hoped 
that it might be extended, and suggested 
tinned fruit as a commodity which might 
find a ready market in France. No less 
than 50 per cent. of Australian tinned 
fruits were available for export.

The Budget Committee of the League of 
Nations continued the discussion of the 
organisation of the League Secretariat this 
afternoon. 

Most of the speakers were in favour 
of the majority report of the Committee 
of Thirteen. which recommended improv- 
ing the position of the Secretariat staff by 
rendering it more stable, opening up 
prospects of promotion and guaranteeing 
pensions. 

The Spanish member paid tribute to 
Madame Kluyver (Netherlands), Rappor- 
teur of the Committee of Thirteen, and 
also to Lord Cecil. who. he said, was the 
‘‘animator’’ of that committee. 


SECRETARIAT AND BUDGET. 

An altercation lasting several minutes, 
ane. giving rise to the display of a certain 
smount of acrimony, took place at the 
afternoon sitting of the Committee. 

M. Hambro (Norway), supported by 
Signor Gallavrasi (Italy), strongly 
criticised the circular issued by Sir Eric 
Drummond forbidding members of the 
Secretariat to attend Budgct discussions 
if by doing so they neglected their 
ordinary work. He moved the immediate 
withdrawal of the order. 

Sir Eric Drummond protested, and de- 
clared emphatically that either he was 
responsible for the arrangements of the 
Secretariat or not. If not, then he would 
withdraw from his post. 

After some further explanations by the 
Secretary-General regarding the object of 
the circular, , 

M. Hambro withdrew his motion. and 
the incident was declared closed by the 
Chair.

In 1929 133,564 samples of food and drugs 
were analysed in England and Wales, and 
7,260, or 5.4 per cent., were adulterated or 
not up to standard, states the annual report 
of the British Minibiry of Health, issued 
yesierday.

Of the 230 samples of non-alcoholic wines 
anelysed, eight were not genuine. One was 
a solution of sugar and water, acidified end 
coloured with amiline dve. A “pure coffee” 
sample contained 65 per cent. of clucory. 

There is a warning note as to the ‘presence 
of tin in.several samples of wrapped cheese. 
The analyst states that the cheese was 
found to be “highly contaminated by the 
tinfoil in which it was wrapped, and, no 
doubt, the persoh who lodged the complaint 
to the effect that he had been made il! as 
a consequence of eating the article was 
fully justified in doing so. 

““As a result of this disclosure several 
more samples of wrapped qeese of varying 
brands were purchased and submitted for 
analysis. and in no single case were they 
found to be free from contamination by tin. 
It seems. therefore, that. the practice of 
wrapping these cheeres in tinfoil—although 
very convenient for the use of the public— 
constitutes a potential danger, especially to 
thote individuals who are susceptible to 
irritant poisons, and manufacturers would be 
well-advised to prevent the actual contact 
between the cheese and foil by grease-proof 
paper or other practical means.

HEALTH OF A NATION. 


BRITISH MINISTRY’S 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The British Ministry of Health's annual 
report for the year, issued yesterday, states 
that the loans sanctioned in 1929-50 for public 
parks and playing fields amounted to 
£1,810,865, or £94, more than for 1928-29. 

Scarlet fever cases in 1929 were 18,000 in 
excess of the number in 1928. The death- 
rate was slightly higher. The progressive 
increase in notifications of diphtheria since 
1924 was maintained. Smalipox figures were 
down, there being 10,967 cases notified, as 
against 12,420 in the previous year, 

Infantile mortality (under one year) was 
higher, being 74 per thousand deaths, as 
against 65 in 1928 and 70 in 1927.

INVERGORDON, Monday. 

To-day was the lest day in harbour for 
the Atlantic Fleet before petting to sea 
to-morrow for the theoretic warfare in the 
last part of the autumn exercises. This 
morning the Fleet had a ficretaste of how 
brisk its work in the next few days is 
likely to be, and everybody seemed to find 
the foretaste zppetising. 

This appetite was a specially brisk 
general drill. Warspite’s eleven hundred 
people had a hectic time, and at ‘‘ stand- 
easy ’’ no more cheerful body of men 
could have been found afloat or ashore. 
The morning’s serve out of general drill 
was a mixed grill and was enlivened by 
competition. Ships were given orders 
simultaneously and they were carried out 
in rivalry of :peed. Had all these ships 
been in suitable line the Commander-in- 
Chief -might have set all the ships 
competing. . 

SECRET ORDERS. 

As it was, the game was in each 
division. Warspite, the flagship, com- 
peted with Barham end Malaya, which 
were nearer Invergordon. A warship’s 


The orders chosen are secret until actually 
given. : 

Warspite thus took 
signals fluttered up from her own flat 
deck. “ Hoist out pinnace by hand ” 
was Rear-Admiral C. J. C. Little’s first 
requirement. Quick and well-trained 
muscles rigged the jiggers and set the 
pinnace afloat in an astonishingly short 
time. 

‘“Prepare to be towed forward ” came 
next, an intricate business, as viewed by 
a landsman from the flag deck, compli- 
cated, but useful, as Lion found after 
Jutland.

A cutter was got 
away to assist. 

‘All pulling boats pull round the 
division leading ships on port hand,” said 
the flags. The three battleships shed 
cutters and pinnaces, and they came 
stringing along in fine fashion.

REMARKABLE CASE AT

The House Surgeon at the Royal East 
Sussex Hospital said that Foster was dead on 
admission. He had scalp wounds, but these 
were not sufficient to cause death, The cause 
was, In tact, syncope, due to valvular disease 
of the heart. The man’s heart, he added, 
was in a very bad state, and his opinion was 
that either the man was dead hefore the 
accident or at the time it occurred. The 
state of the heart was such that he might 
have dropped dead at any moment. 

A verdict of death from natural causes was 
returned.

THE FALL IN BUTTER AND BACON 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

So far as this centre is concerned a quiet 
feeling is reported in all departments of the 
wovision trade. The firmer feeling in the 
battar market reported last week has not 
heen maintained, and heavier shipments from 
Denmark have resulted in a decline of six 
kroner in the official quotation, which now 
stands at 248 kroner per 100 kiles, as com- 
pared with 333 kroner at the corresponding 
yeriod of last year and 376 kroner in 1928. 
Banana from Denmark: state thet the Con- 
tinental markets have shown more netivity, 
ind this has resulted in a firmer tone in this 
country. Increased orders were received 
from the Midland and Northern markets. and 
also Scotland, but in the South there was 
evidence of lack of demand. It appears, how- 
ever, difficult to make progress with the over- 
seas butter, of which such large quantities 
are still in stove, and so long as these condi. 
tions prevail it is hardly to he exnected that 
butter prices generally could be able to con- 
tinue their upward course.
